The chapel at Terra Sancta

close to the altar made of travertine marble, 
bringing focus to the Eucharist. Wood beams 
on the roof taper upward in the shape of 
praying hands. Carved from linden wood, the 
corpus above the altar is covered with silver 
sheeting. Opposite the altar, the fagade window 
portrays the sacrifices of St. Martin and of 
Christ. The chapel at Terra Sancta is a place 
where all can experience oneness with Christ 
and feel the love of God.
